My  dear  Mr.  Garrett: 


This  time  I am  appealing  to  you  for  a special 
evidence  of  your  interest  in  affairs  and  matters  numismatic  in  your 
capacity  as  collector  and  numismatic  student. 

At  our  last  A.N.A.  Convention  in  Detroit  it  was 
found  advisable,  and  voted,  that  in  accordance  with  its  national 
numismatic  program,  and  the  purposes  and  aims  for  which  our  Association 
was  founded  and  nationally  incorporated  by  Congress,  a Committee  of 
three  should  be  appointed  to  have  special  charge  of  establishing  con- 
tact with  numismatic  affairs  in  Washington  in  general  and  more  esp- 
ecially to  be  of  help  in  the  development  and  general  problems  of  the 
numismatic  department  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution  which  should  assume 
the  function  of  a national  coin  cabinet. 

It  was  thought  highly  proper  that  our  national 
Association  could  do  no  more  important  work  than  to  be  of  service  to 
the  National  Coin  Cabinet  and  such  Committee  of  three  could  be  made 
the  clearing  house  for  accomplishing  valuable  numismatic  work  in  conn- 
ection with  the  Smithsonian  Institution  in  any  matters  and  problems 
which  might  come  up  although  no  definite  program  has  been  suggested. 

I would  now  ask  you,  as  a prominent  coin  collector, 
and  man  of  broad  experience,  and  by  reason  of  your  location  near  the 
national  Capitol,  in  a favorable  geographical  situation  to  be  of  help, 
to  assume  the  Chairmanship  of  this  Committee  and  I earnestly  hope  that 
in  spite  of  your  many  varied  activities,  you  will  be  able  to  give  our 
Association  this  valuable  help  by  agreeing  to  accept  this  Chairmanship. 

As  a second  member  of  the  Committee,  I have  approach- 
ed our  Editor,  Mr.  Duffield,  who  has  expressed  his  willingness  to  serve, 
while  the  appointment  of  the  third  member  will  depend  upon  your  answer. 

I look  forward  with  great  hopes  that  I may  receive  your  answer  in  the 
affirmative  and  that  you  will  undertake  to  help  in  this  valuable  numis- 
matic work  which  I am  sure  would  not  take  up  a great  deal  of  your  time 
as  the  Committee  would  only  on  rare  occasions  be  called  upon  for  its 
advice  and  help.
